Tomorrow Afternoon 


To-morrow, Saturday at 3:30 P.M. 
President Coolidge will press an elec- 
tric button installed at the White House 
and connected direct with the draw 
span of the San Mateo-Mt. Eden 
gridge which will drop it into place, 
thus permitting traffic across the bay 
from the Peninsula to the Alameda 
shore, which virtually places us on 
the mainland, and wiping out for ever, 
as far as the bay is concerned, the 
barrier that has hither to shut us out 
from quick and easy access to the Sac- 

a ramento and San Joaquin valleys. 

In a telegram reveived Tuesday by 
President Arthur Batty of the San 
Francisco Bay Toll Bridge Company, 
President Coolidge accepted the in- 
vitation of the bridge company direct- 
ors and expressed his pleasure at the 
opportunity given him to participate 
in the ceremonies. 

The formal opening will occur at 
3:30 o’clock tomorrow afternoon. At 
that time the hugh draw of the center 
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Isolation of the Peninsula has 
been a factor of great complica- 
tion in the growing density of 
traffic in the Bay district. 

A vast project was undertak- 
en, looking toward the relief of 
threatened congestion... by per- 
mitting vehicular traffic on main- 
traveled routes to move to and 
from the Peninsula under its 
own power, without interrup- 
tion or delay, and subject to a 
single moderate toll. The brief 
table of routes, herewith, indi- 
cates the extent to which thathas 
been accomplished by the San 
Francisco Bay Bridge.

The Western approach of the 
bridge at San Mateo con: -cts 
directly with the new Bay Shore 
Highway from San Francisco, 
re is paved street connections 
with El Camino Real. The east- 
ern bridgehead is at Mt. Eden, 
where it connects, by an exten- 
sion approach, to the new con- 
crete road that joins the Lincoln 
Highway(DublinCanyonRoute) 
at Hayward. To Sacramento, 
there are two fast routes from 
Hayward: one over the Lincoln 
Highway via Livermore, Tracy, 
Stockton, Lodi and Galt; the 
other over the Scenic Route, via 
the San Ramon Valley and the 
Antioch Bridge. 

To Los Angeles, the short 
Valley Route joins the Lincoln 
Highway beyond Tracy, going 
through Manteca, Modesto, 
Meret and Fresno.

| Section 1. Ordinance No. 29 entitl- 
;ed “An Ordinance of the City of Menlo 
Park Regulating and Licensing for the 
Purposes of Regulation and Revenue 
| Public Dances Within Said City,” pass- 
‘ed and adopted on the 19th day of 
; June, 1928, is hereby amended by ad- 
|ding thereto at the end of Section 2 
| thereof the following: 
“Provided further that for the 
business of conducting a public 
| dance, and in lieu of the license 
| fees hereinabove provided, there 
may be paid in advance a quarter 
annual license fee in the sum of 
| $15.00 and upon payment thereof 
a permit shall be issued entitling 
the licensee to conduct a public 
dance at any time such dances are 
| not otherwise prohibited, at the 
place therein specified and during 
the quarter year for which issued. 
In addition thereto there shall 
from time to time as required be 
paid the fee for the attendance of 
one or more police officers as above 
provided. 
No public dance shall be permit- 
ted or conducted on any Sunday. 
Section 2. This ordinance shall go 
into effect thirty (30) days from its 
final passage.
